Safely Exposed 


Just how long ‘the skin may 
be safely exposed to the sun 
varies with different persons, 
depending on the type of skin, 
the time of day, and: other fac- 
tors. Moreover, the burn. may 
not be felt until it is too late, 
Thus, it is better to be safe and 
‘expose the skin for ‘only five to 
ten minutes the first day, gradu- 
ally incrensing the length of 
exposure from day to day until 
the skin has developed a pro- 
tectlve tan. : 

As I mentionelf earlier, there 
ls some danger in over-exposure 
of the'eyes to the sunlight 
Reading on the beach’ or when 
sitting in the radiant sunlight is 
n harmf{ul practice. Of course 
it is never advisable. to look 
rectly at the sun even though 
the eyes are protected with so- 
called sun-glasscs. 

Any person who wears glasses 
normally should consult with his 
physician concerning the use of 
dark-coloured glasses when out- 
doors. He will -advise .as-.to 
whether or not such “dork- 
coloured glasses are needed.

AN AMERICAN LOOKS 
AT ENGLISH SOCCER 


All we can think of saying, with all the news that’s 
going round—don't ever Iet the Americans take up Soccer. 
Let them stick to their own peculiarly murderous type 
of carrying-code Rugby and baseball and ice hockey and 


precision golf and lethal tennis. 
But make them-keep their feet off Soccer, because 
there ought to be at least one game in which we have a 


chance. 


He wasn't complaining of man 
beating man. That happened in 
any contest between men. An 
‘attacker “would” beat a defender 
or a defender would rob an 
attacker. Individual skill would 
uiwuys count. After all, wasn't 
there Babe Ruth to break _ pit- 
chers' hearts. 


But all this looseness In the sect 
pisces of the game....: That, an 
American coach would never 
tolerate. Corner kicks, ‘penalty 
kicks, free kicks, throw-Ins— 
why can’t all the guys throw It 
as far as they can kick it; it’s 
only a matter of practice’— 
trapping of the ball from every 
angle, heading It no matter how 
it comes to you.

It Is cnsy to see just how the 
Americans would set about the 
job.

YUGOSLAVIA 
MOVES IN 
RETALIATION. 


‘ Belgrade, Sept. 27. — 
Yugoslavia tonight ace 
cused Hungary of violating 
its peace treaty with the 
Allies and also expelled nine 
members of the Hungarian 
Legation here. 


The expulsions were an- 
nounced just 24 hours after the 
Hungarian government had or- 
dered 10 officials and employees 
of the Yugoslav Legation in 
Budapest to leave the country. 
The Yugoslav action was 
direct retallation for the Hun- 
garinn decisién to oust Yugo- 
siav diplomats after accusing 
them of maintaining “spy nets" 
with the Americans and . Bri- 
tish. 


‘Yugoslavia accused Hungary 
of violating the peace treaty by 
putting off its reparations pay- 
ments, The treaty provided 
that Hungary . should pay 
US$100,000,000 to Yugoslavin 
and Czechoslovakian. The {two 
decided Inter to divide it Into 
$70,000,000 for Yugoslavia and 
$30,000,000 for Czechoslovakia. 


At the same time, Marshal 
Tito charged -that the Kremlin 
was trying to disrupt YWugo- 
slavin because of “envy”, 


Addressing a reunion of par- 
lisan fighters In the Serbian 
village of Stolice, Tito said: 
“The attacks asainst us arose 
from envy. The Ciminform
